Sodium Sulphate Plant 


New Plant In Saskatchewan Will Have 
a Capacity Of Nearly 70,000 
Tons Yearly 
In a report to Commissioner T. M 
Molloy, of the Bureau of Labor and 


Industries, W. H. Hastings, the bu- 
reau's engineer, states that the new 
sodium sulphate plant north of the 
town of Fusilier, which ia west of 
Kerrobert, will have a capacity of 
hearly 70,000 tons yearly. The pow- 
er plant is finished and in operation, 
and the machinery is fast being placed 
in the dryer and other buildings. 

A new method of making crystal 
on the lakes has been worked out by 
©. Heatheote, the designer and gan- 
ager. When formed the crystal will 
be harvested and a stock pile bullt 
on the lake itself. The crystal will 
be trucked to the plant at Fusilier as 
required,

Always On Starboard Side 
Cabin Of Honor Occupies Same 
Position On Any Ship 

It was not pure accident that placed 
the Prince of Wales’ special suite in 
the new Mner Empress of Australia, 
when he came to Canada, on the star- 
board, or right-hand, side of the ship.

Process Of Obtaining From Rare 
Earths a Substitute For Radium 
In a gafden just outside London is 
a curious factory, says ‘a writer, for 
extracting mesothorium, the substance 
that has almost.entirely replaced ra 
dium for making luminous figures on 
watch dials and clock-faces. 
Mesothorium ig far cheaper than 
radium, and is twice as powerful in 
making the phosphorescent paints 
that are used on the dials glow. Its 
drawback is that it has a shorter lite 
than radium, its power of emitting 
alpha rays dying out im a few years, 
The mesothorium is obtained from 
the rare earths used in the manufac- 
ture of incandescent gas mantles, It 
is a chemical process requiring great 
skill, eare, and patience in gradually 
concentrating the radio-active element 
from the raw material.’
